Roosevelt had used, to say it was 
“running out” on us. 
But it was Roosevelt's thinking 
—developed 
the 
hard way, 
by, 
trial and error, during the years 
of his presidency—which makes it 
passible now for Kennedy to think 
as he does and with such self- 
assurance in such fields as for­ 
eign aid (Roosevelt started it with 
lend-lease> 
and 
the recognition 
that the government has responsi­ 
bility 
for 
the 
general 
welfare 
(Roosevelt accomplished this with 
Supreme Court backing in such 
fields as Social Security and un­ 
employment pay*. 
E X T E N S'O N S O F F D R 


All this had become an accepted 
part of American life by the time 
Kennedy ran for the presidency. 
His programs in one form or an­ 
other are extensions of Roose­ 
velt's programs, for example his 
request for medical care for the 
aged under Social Security and 
extended unemployment pay. 
By the time Roosevelt died this 
country, no longer self-centered, 
had shaken off isolation and had 
entered deeply through war into 
international cooperation. . 
Kennedy Is extending that and 
elaborating upon it. just as Presi-j 
dents Truman 
and 
Eisenhower 
did. 
The relief program s Roosevelt 
created for the hungry and job­ 
less at home, over some intense 
opposition, were simply an early 
form of the Truman-Eisenhower-I 
Kennedy foreign aid programs for) 
backward peoples.

termine the origin of the moon 
and the nature of its structure. 


Project Mercury Is designed to 
pot a manned satellite into orbit 
more than IOO miles abovg the 
earth. The satellite would circle 
the earth three times. Then the 
astronaut would try for a safe re­ 
turn to the earth. 
Porter’s report also noted that 
Hie United States is preparing a 
mariner space craft to pass with­ 
in 31,000 miles of Venus and plans 
to launch a dozen satellites this 
year.-

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State Ponders More Money SAYS SOVIETS 
For Education And System Of 
Community Junior Schools 


(Editor’s note: In its recom­ 
mendations for higher education, 
Gov. Lawrence's Committee on 
Education puts forth the most 
significant new programs for the 
state. The details are discussed 
kl the following article.)

_ HARR1SBUKG (AP) - Penn­ 
sylvania government never has 
resolved the question of how much 
commitment it should make to 
higher education. 
Thus, in this area. Gov. Law­ 
rence’s Committee on Education 
was like an expedition to Ant­ 
arctica, faced with vast unchart­ 
ed regions to explore. 
Its proposals, if adopted, would 
approximately quadruple s t a t e 
spending for post-high school ed­ 
ucation in this decade; it would 
recast the mold of the 14 state- 
owned colleges, it would tie state 
aid to private institutions to state 
direction; it would double the ex 
isling facilities for higher educa­ 
tion to anticipate a doubled en 
roHment, and it would provide for 
a statewide system of community 
(junior) colleges. 
SCHOOLING FOR ALL 
It basically adopts the position 
that 
no 
qualified 
Pennsylvania 
girl or boy should be denied the 
opportunity to continuing educa­ 
tion beyond high school. 
The 
arithmetic of the basic 
problem confronting the commit­ 
tee was this. It is estimated that 
by 1970 the present college en­ 
rollment of some 190,000 students 
(including 
50,000 
part-time 
Mu 
dents' will rise to about 300,000 
The estim ate is based upon the 
fact that a higher percentage of 
children are graduating from high 
achoo} (compared to the number 
starting in high school) and the 
supposition that a greater number 
of children will seek post-second­ 
ary education upon graduation. 
Further, the committee says the 
demand of the times ‘‘is increas­ 
ingly for more coliege-trained peo­ 
ple ” 
MOVE WITH TREND 
“ If Pennsylvania does not move 
with this trend, it is difficult to 
see how she can maintain ber in­ 
dustrial position or keep the rate 
of unemployment down,” the re­ 
port adds. 
To meet this impact, the com­ 
mittee recommends that the 14 
state-owned colleges shuck their 
traditional role as p r i m a r i l y

SAYS PUBLIC 
MIGHT FAVOR 
EDUCATIONAL 
TV IN FUTURE

NEW YORK (AP) - Producer 
Fred Friendly has a theory that 
if television keeps on steadily 
throwing out informational and 
educational programs, mass audi­ 
ence eventually will develop a 
taste for them. 
“Like children," he said. “All 
kids would rather eat popcorn 
and candy than string beans and 
spinach. But no decent parents 
would let children have steady 
diets of popcorn and candy And 
if they are exposed to enough 
spinach, they’ll eventually like it 
—even prefer it.” 
Friendly is a big. rangy man 
with enormous enthusiasm and re­ 
spect for what he calls “realistic 
programs ” He is executive pro­ 
ducer of 
“CBS 
Reports” and 
“Face the Nation,” programs of 
a type he believes constitute the 
muscle and sinew of television. 
DESIRE OF ADULTS 
Friendly believes that the popu­ 
larity of adventure programs and 
Westerns can be attributed to a 
desire on the part of many adults 
“to escape the terror around us 
by acting like ostriches or by re­ 
treating into the safety of the 
19th century.” 
“But I say that the only way 
to escape terror is with knowl­ 
edge. by knowing the truth and 
what we must face." he insisted. 
The problem, of cour.se. is that 
the 
programs 
usually 
labeled 
worthw’hile, including “CBS Re­ 
ports” and NBC’s 
The Nation'* 
Future” and others, win critical 
acclaim and awards, but attract 
comparatively small audiences. 
In addition there is a network 
tendency to drop them in late eve- 
mug time spots or into period* 
when the competition for audi­ 
ences is tough if not hopeless. 
In a recent speech, MBC board 
chairman R o b e r t W. Sarnoff 
claimed that although 23 per cent 
of his network's programming is 
in the informational area, it at­ 
tracts oniy about 13 per cent of 
the viewing audience.
